THE PALACE OF THE SUN,

The Scene of Grandeur Beheld from
its Summit.

BEAUTY, SILENCE AND DESOLATION.

Leigh Irvine Describes Haleakala's
Wonders in
Weird Moonlight Ride to the Great-

Extinet Voleano in the World.

Glowing Language-A

est

Mr. Leigh Irvine, when he re-
turned from visiting the two great
wonders of the islands—Kilauea
and Haleakala—remarked that he
considered the latter of much more
interest than the former. His ac-
count of his visit to the * Palace of
the Sun,” which appears below,
will be read with much interest:

In the old legends of India the first
men ate of the earth and found it de-
licious. They were thrilled by sun
and moon and stars, and in the dia-
mond-clear mornings and haleyon
suusets they saw the symbol of God.
There is not so much simple faith and
puetry in the busy world of shams
today, but if a man would be thrilled
with wonder and inspired with
thoughts of the eternal; if he would
forget the narrow, artificial and cur
tailed life of cities and become a part
of the elemental world, let aim go to
the island of Maui and climb 10,000
feet above the level of the sea to the
Palace of the Sun, which is a slumber-
ing volecano into which America’s
metropolis might be dropped without
inconvenience.

The sovereign mountain wherein
Haleakala sleeps like & dead giant—its
every rent and mound and conforma-
tion a history of tremendous energy—
is about twenty miles from Spreckels-
ville, the largest plantation in the
world; but when one c¢limbs gradu-
ally up the mountain side until he has
reached the rugged home of wild goats
and aboriginal cattle, the 40,000 acres
of sugar cane surrounding Spreckels-
ville do not look much larger than o
town lot; and before the apex of the
mountain is reached the land and
ocean in the back ground are ob-
structed by great banks of clouds,
which lie far veneath the observer.

There is on the way a delightful
summer residence known as Olinda, a
quiet aud picturesque rest for the
weary, whicn nestles on the sloping
mountain, about four miles below the
spot from which tourists view the
aucient prison wherein the god Maui
chained the sun until he promised
to give the Hawaiian Islands their
bountiful light and heat. The four
miles from Olindsa to the erest of this
great mountain are the longest four
miles in the Hawaiian Islands; for the
road is continually washed away by
mountain torrents, the air is thin and
unsubstantinl as the fabric of a
dream, and the solitude has a greater
pressure to the square inch than any
barometer can measure,

I have ridden and climbed afoot
over many weary miles in mny time—
amid Kansas eyclones, about N ag-
ara in winter, and through the Jes-e
James country at night - but the most
weird and oppressively lonesome
journey I ever made was last weck's
mooulight ride from Olinda to the
Palace of the Sun. The trip must be
made at night, because elves of the
valley and wraiths of the mysterious
mountain vanish at the first peep of
moruing, and the fairies that people
the marvelous erater, where once the
orb of day dwelt a prisoner, depart
soon after the appearance of dawn.

The lateh string at Olinda hangs
within reach of presentable people,
though no one lives in the house. Its

dread silence is in keeping with the
salitude of the sombre
Within are many evidences of pros-
perity, culture aud unequaled hospi
tality—as seen in neat furniture, bed
clothing, books and sigus suspended
from chandiliers, saying: * Please
make yourself at home, but be careful
about matehes I'"

But when one
bids farewell to

ieaves Olinda he
familiar scenes and
enters a realm more fantastie than
any Midsummer Night's Dream of
Shakespeare—provided he has a sure-
footed horse. Itis awkward to have a
stumbling animal break one’s reveries,
and possibly ribs,by sudden miss-steps
over the furrows and bowlders;, whicno
are called a trail out of courtesy, and
by a supreme effort of the imagina-
tion. In the thin air of the rare alti-
tude extending from Olinda to the

their normal =ize, while the moon
bursts into a sheen of glory and bur-
nishes the clouds in strange and
charmwing tints, These spectacles need
not alarm anyone, however. They are
not freaks of Haleakals, or ominous
signs, bur merely the everyday dress
of uature, the normal phases of her

a hop=less | phenomena in this neighborhood.

There is nothing in the appearance
the wild cattle, or in the solid
masses of rock and earth which sur
round one in all directions, to suggest
that this vast mountain onve had the
misfortune of losing its bowels; that
a convulsion of nature, or volecaule
eruption in ancient times, robbed it of
as much land as would make » county {
—and that this prehistoje loss was
nothing less than the disappearance

mountan, |

of earth enough to leave a chasm 3000
feet deep and thirty miles in circum-
ference; but such are the facts, and it
is well worth the journey to see just
how a big mountain looks after it has
belched forth so much valuable terri-
tory. .

The piigrim finally reaches the edge
of Haleakala—before daylight if he is
sensible! To his left is a eave beneath
a pinnacle of ragged rocks, and before
him the crater. The euntire circum-
ference of the silent pit is surrounded
by mountain bowlders and cathedral-
shaped cliifs, with here and there a

p into which people can walk, and
from which they can look upon the
suslimest spectacle on earth—a new
world of lights and echoes, valleys
and steep mountains three thousand
feet below ; rainbows and sun-kmd
clouds everywhere, rolling in from
the ocean wastes and encircling the
clear cut outlines of lava red peaks,
which projeet from the floor of the
crater; mountains within mountains,
craters within the great crater, »
mimic world hemmed in by a circle
of towering peaks ten thou:and “feet
above the foaming sea.

W hatsoever things endure for ages
while the temples and hubitations of
men crumble away sand return to
original dust, impress the mind with
awe. Here are processions of clouds
from away out yonder on the surging
ocean, pouring through a great gup in
the mountain side which was once a
flood gate for lava. Through that
chasm the elouds have bLeen rushing
for thousands of years, unii! their
mists and storms have wornn away
gigantic bowlders and polished the
mountainsg, which suddenly gll%n
like dark rubies when struck by.the
rising sun, Over yonder are dancing
rainbows and purple clouds wh
beauties have formed and dissol
for countless ages. Probably that gal-
lery of swift forming pictures in the
air was rich with faptastic forms and
cclors before the life of man on e
began. Nature here shifts the scenel
and changes the tones forever, vﬁ
out noise or monotony; for the sun 18
always on time, mists eternally rise
from the billowy main, and the air
wafts changing clouds on wings that
never grow weary. Jast as the winds
blow, just as the earth rolls, the
myriad beauties of Hualeakala form
each day beneath Maui's great trop-
ical mountain.

At midnight and early morn alike
the palace of the sun isa pluce for
meditation. Its sublime silence be-
neath the quiet stars and ripe moon
is a poem that awakens the noblest
impulses of the human mind, and
stands entranced as he views the'wask
ares embraced within the ancien .
er—an area once covered with surg
billows of melted lava, but now silen
as the sky—as if the spirit of Fire had
painted it all in immortal colors that
sunshine and storm ean never wush
away. And rising above all is the
eterual mystery of the dead abyss—its
history forever hidden within its sub-
lime and speecbless depths!

There are many echo canyons in
the Palace of the Bun—places where
the voice plays fantastic pranks, as if
to make one think he held communion
with beings hidden in secret caverns,
or that shadow-musicians sang from
the c¢louds. Musical sounds are repro-
duced more readily than any others
by the spirits that dwell in the cav-
erns and cliffs of this weird mountain.
Let the voice roll forth ¢learly in some
round, full. mus=ical tone, and the can-
yons will sing back the tune again
a' « again to the fifth echo—the last as
if fiom the rose-tinted clouds, or from
the blue peaks of distant mountainos,
80 that the effect among the rainbows
and purple colors is altogether charm-
ing.

Over the dead volcar o three spirits
ever hover—Beauty, Silenee and Des-
olation. The enchanting seenes every-
where abounding and jorever chang-
ing are wholly new to the eye, as if a
mujestic Eden of my-tery had sud-
denly come to fight in the hush of
Maui’s imposing wond«riand. Through
rising waves of worning uir the
mountains within the crater lift their
dreamy peaks as if refreshed by the

night winds; and the elouds are
whirled into banks, sl.owls, pexks and
fantastiec cathedrals as they rush

through the historie gup that leads to
the ocean. Every form is Kissed by
the tropical sun of zatly morn, Some
of these children of the sky have
peach-blow tints, while bhere and
there bars of gold or billows of pearl
appear. These temples of the air
grow richer every moment from the
virth ot dawn until the ruddy light of
day dissolves them in its glistening
sheen. Dawn is the poet’s hour at
Haleakala, for every objret of nature
is then silvered or purpled in the
growing light, according to its eleva-
tion and capacity for absorbing colors.
The sublime in nature is s¢en here as
much as a¢ Niagara o: in the Alps,
but the chiseled mountains aod
changing lights have been wrought on
a larger masterpiecce in Haleakala,

and amid more desolate wastes of
silence and grandeur than in any

land known to man. Insome phases
the aspect of Maui’s wonderful sun
palace suggesta the moon, whose
empty ocesns amd towering moun-
tains have sinaivered in solitude for
ages, unbroken by the souna of voices
or the throb of busy life,
LEicn H. IRVINE.
